WASHINGTON OFFICIALS REFUSE TO BE 
INTERVIEWED. 


The Premier’s Hasty Action Thought to 
Be Due to Crispi’s Taunts That Italy 
Dare Not Demand Redress—The Feel- 
ing in Rome—Bitterness Toward the 
United States—The King’s Annoyance 
Latest Phase of the Trouble. 


nome, April 11.—Several newspapers of this 
city to-day say that they are able to confirm 
the report cingulated yesterday that if the 
United States Government does not answer 
the Marquis Di Rudini’s last note by a cer- 
tain date the United States Minister, the Hon. 
A. G. Porter, will be requested to leave Italy 
and that the Italian Legation in Washington 
will be recalled, Italian interests being left in 
charge of the British Minister. 

However, yesterday’s report has it that the 
Italan Government had only given the 
United States Government until to-day in 
which to answer the Marquis Di Rudini’s 
note. It is now asserted by the newspapers 
that the Italian Government has#given the 
United States Government until Tuesday, 
April 14, in which to make reply. 

In this city to-day everybody is on the qui 
vive for the next act in the Italian-American 
drama. Crispi has openly stated that the 
Rudini Cabinet dare not makea serious de- 
mand for redress upon the United States, and 
that the Itallan people have been held up to 
ridicule by the vaccilation of the Ministry. 
The statement that American utterances 
have had an influence in provoking hostile 
feeling is confirmed by events. In addition 
tothe press dispatches, the Consul-General 
at New York had kept his Government fully 
informed of the editorial expressions of the 
press of thatcity. These are considered as 
extremely obnoxious in their tone of con- 
tempt for Italy’s strength, both naval and 
military. The caricature which is said 
to have given personal offense 
to King Humbert is one in which a 
monkey figures with a crown on its head, and 
having features bearing a resemblance to 
those of the King. The clerical or Vatican 
factionare alleged tohave circulated very 
widely wood cuts of these caricatures, as 
showing American hatred and contempt for 
the Quirinal. Altogether, whatever the out- 
come of the difficulty, the feeling toward 
America in high Italian circles is very bitter. 

Among the lower orders, the complication 
is having acontrary effect. The people seem 
toanticipate thatthe gates of th erican 
paradise are about to be shut on 1 ans, and 
there isa rush to get in before they dose. 
The ports are thronged with intend- 
ing emigrants, and families, from pa- 
triarch to the babe, can be seen 
trudging along the highways that lead to the 
points of departure. The authorities are 
making efforts to discourage emigration, but 
without effect. Nothing short of bayonets 
can stay the torrent. Most of the emigrants 
are said to be hard-working and worthy 
peasants, but very ignorantand dirty. The 
increase of taxes has also tended to promote 
emigration. 

Contrary to the general impression, the 
Italian army is in a much more emcient con- 
dition than the navy, the discipline being 
very severe, andthe troops perfect so far as 
drillis concerned. The mixture of the troops 
has, however, a tendency to lower the stand- 
ard, the Italians of the south being, as a 
rule, very inferior to those of the north, who 
have so far won most of Italy’s successes. 

THE BARON SAILS. 

New Tonk, April 11.—Baron Fava, the 
Italian Minister at Washington, sailed for 
kurope this morning on the French steamer 
La Gascogne. A number of prominent Italian 
citizens and some of the attaches of the 
Italian Consul's office were at the pier to see 
him off. He will go direct to Rome. The 
haron’s name was not printed on the 
list of saloon passengers. A reporter 
saw the purser of la Gascogne 
this morning and his only answer was: 
NM. Fava will see noone. He is not at all 
well,and desires that he be not disturbed.’’ 
The Baron did not show himself on deck 
while La Gascogne drew away from the pier.

ORIGIN OF THE RUPTURE. 


CORRESPONDENCE CONCERNING THE LYNCHING 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 

The first official correspondence concerning 
the lynching of the Italians was written by 
Gov. Francis T. Nicholls of Louisiana on 
March 21, to Secretary Blaine, who on 
March 15, had telegraphed the Governor 
that Baron Fava had represented to Presi- 
dent Harrison that among the prisoners 
lynched on the previous day, March 14, 
were three or four subjects of the King 
of Italy. Gov. Nicholls replied that it was 
probable that two or three of those killed 
were Italian subjects, but he believed most of 
them were citizens of the United States. 
The Grand-jury had been charged by the 
court to investigate the killing and Gov. 
Nicholls. stated that he assumed that the 
affair was under investigation. This letter 
was received by Secretary Blaine 
on March 24 and made public on that day. 
On March 81 £=Minister Fava pre- 
sented to the State Department 
his recall by the Italian Govern- 
mentand demanded his passports because 
the King of Italy was displeased with the 
slow progress of the negotiations between the 
two countries for the adjustment of the 
New Orleans massacre. On the evening 
of April? Mr. Blaine made public between 
himself and Baron Fava, as the representa- 
tives of their respective Govern- 
ments. The first letter, dated March 
81, Was trom Minister Fa va 
to Mr. Blaine and stated that the killing was 
a patent violation ofthe treaty existing be- 
tween the countries, and that the Italian 
Government demanded the following repara- 
tion:

Baron Fava added that Secretary Blaine 
had informed him that the United States 
Government could not concur in 
this view of the case, and for 
this reason the Italian Government 
had recalled its Minister at Washington 
as inefficacious. Baron Fava said 
he intended departing as soon as 
possible, leaving Marquis Imperiali 
the Italian Secretary of Legation in charge 
ofthe business of his Government in this 
country. 

Under date of April 1 Secretary Blaine 
wrote to Marquis Imperial express- 
ing regret at Baron Fava’s re- 
call. Mr. Blame said that under the 
Constitution of the United States the States 
were given the right to conduct 
trials for crimes committed with- 
in their respective borders and 
therefore the Federal Government having no 
jurisdiction in the matter could 
not give the guarantee demanded by 
Italy. Even if it had such juris- 
diction the Federal Government could not 
guarantee that the murderers would be pun- 
ished. It was a

that the Government declined to consider the 
demand for indemnity for the relatives of the 
victims. The Federal Government recog- 
nized the principle of indemnity to those 
Italian subjects who may have been wronged 
by a violation ofthe treaty of 1871 between 
the two nations.

A Legal Action Which Will Cause Trouble 
on Third and Chestnut Streets. 

A suit was filed in the State Circuit Court 
to-day whichis calculated, as they say, to 
shake things up down on the cor- 
ner of Third and Chestnut streets. 
The plaintif® is Mr. Charles Knapp 
and the larger part of the defendant 
seems alsotobe the same gentleman, and 
just why heis suing himself doesn’t appear 
on the surface, although his attorneys on 
one side say that the suit is a matter of form 
to enable him to ascertain what posi- 
tion he should take in any con- 
troversy that may arise between the old 
firm of Geo. Knapp & Co.“ and the new cor- 
poration of ‘‘Publishers: Geo. Knapp & Co.“ 
The style of the suit is: Charles W. 
Knapp, administrator of the co-partner- 
ship estate of Geo. Knapp & Oo., 
vs. Publishers; Geo. Knapp & Oo, 
Plaintiff states that defendant is a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of the State of 
Missouri with a capital stock of $500,000, d! 
vided into $100 shares; that on April 6, 1885, 
John Knapp was appointed administrator of 
the copartnership estate of George 
Knapp & CO., a firm composed of 
Nathaniel Paschall, George Knapp and the 
said John Knapp as surviving partner of said 
firm; that at and before the time of the ap- 
pointment of such administrator the said 
firm of Geo. Knapp & Co., or Old Firm, as it 
was sometimes called, was the owner of 300 
shares of the capital stock of the 
defendant, which stock passed as assets 
or the said firm to the said 
administrator with full right to 
collect all dividends on the same; that said 
John Knapp died testate Nov. 18, 1888, and 
that plaintif!’ was appointed executor of his 
estate and that he took charge of both 
estates, that of Geo. Knapp & Co. not having 
been administered upon. Plaintiff claims that 
by virtue of his position he is entitled 
to all dividends declared by defendant 
and due on 800 shares of its. 
capital stock, andthat $5,400 is due him on 
account of dividends delared since Jan. 1, 
1889, ‘‘which sum defendant refuses to pay on 
demand, aud plaintiff therefore prays judg- 
ment for that sum with interest and costs of 
suit. 

It will be observed that plaintiff fails to make 
any demands for dividends prior to Jan. 1. 
1889, although if he, as administrator of the 
estate of George Knapp & Co., is entitled to 
the dividends declared since Jan. 1, 1889, it 
would seem that he is also entitled to all 
the dividends declared on 800 shares of 
the company’s stock since the death of Geo. 
Knapp, in September, 1888, or, perhaps, the 
company declared no dividends between 
September, 88 and January, 89, and for that 
reason no claim for dividends prior to 1889 
was made. The case is set for the present 
term, and will be heard by Judge Fisher in 
Oourt-room No. 2. 

Mr. O. W. Knapp is the plaintiff in the 
case, but the real defendant,’’ said one of 
the attorneys in the case, is not Mr. Charles 
W. Knapp, but the stockholders who are not 
interested in the estate of Geo. Knapp & CO., 
and principal among those stockholders is 
Mr. C. H. Jones. The prediction was made 
that the suit would cause a big split in the 
Third street concern, and that it was not as 
amicable as one of the attorneys reported it 
to be.

GERMAN AFFAIRS. 


A TYRANNICAL OFFICER—AVOIDING MILITARY 
SERVICE—AN ONEROUS TAX. 

BERLIN, April 11.—The report ofa disturb- 
bance among the troops at Breslah is con- 
firmed, although denied officially. The affair 
is said to have had its origin in the outrage- 
ous tyranny of an officer of the garrison, who 
cut a recruit down with his sword because he 
was not prompt in saluting. This provoked 
murmuring among the other recruits and the 
officer, seeing what he considered signs of 
insubordination, ran amongthem, slashing 
right and left with his sword. No one was 
fatally injured, though several were badly 
hurt and had to be sent tothe hospital. The 
officer was not even put under arrest. 

TO AVOID MILITARY DUTY. 

A remarkable fact in regard to this year’s 
conscripts for the German army is in Silesia 
in the extraordinary large number who are 
maimed in hand and foot. This is said to be 
due to the growing belief among the peasan- 
try that a war is immment.

THE AUSTRIAN 1 ENT. 

VIENNA, April 11.—Th th convened 
to-day upon the expiration ef the Easter re- 
cess. In his speech from the throne the Em- 
peror dwelt at length upon the desire 
for the maintenance of pace manifested 
by the great European powers. Assurances 
have been given by all the gpvernments that 
the preservation of peace ef Europe is the 
most essential object of their endeavors. 
These assurances, together with the friendly 
relations existing between Austro-Hungary 
and all her neighbors justifies the hope that 
the present condition of peace may be per- 
petuated for many years. 

WITNESSES ARRESTED.

CARRIED OFF BY A BEAR. 


The Fate Supposed to Have Befallen a 
Child in Michigan. 

HART, Mich., April 11.—The disappearance 
of little 5-year-old Eddie Lips has caused great 
excitement in this city. He was one of ten 
children belonging to John Lips, a German 
farmer living four miles northeast of this 
place. Monday afternoon Eddie went with 
two older brothers into the sugar camp, half 
a mile east of the house, where the boys 
were gathering sap. The older boys worked 
on opposite sides of the camp and each 
thought that the other was looking after the 
little fellow. Thus it was that the boy was 
really lost for two hours before it became 
known when the two older boys reached the 
house. As diligent a search as possible was 
instituted that night, and the next morning 
a general alarm was given. A large number 
of neighbors joined in the search, but all 
without avail. Yesterday fully 300 men were 
on the ground, and forming a line eight feet 
apart swept the woods for several miles 
about the place where the boy was last seen. 
No trace of the child was found, but well- 
defined bear tracks were seen a little way 
from the swamp. The most tenable theory 
now is that the bear killed the child and car- 
ried it off. 


NEARING THE DANGER LINE. 


High Water Creating Trouble at Mon- 
treal, Canada. 

MONTREAL, April 11.—Since last night the 
water in the river has risen slowly and 
steadily till it is now four feet from the top of 
the revetment wall. Above the wall is a tem- 
porary dyke, butasthe structure has never 
been tested by a flood its efficiency is uncer- 
tain. It is now raining heavily and the ice 
below the city shows no sign of breaking up. 
The lake ice is coming down in large fields 
and unless a passage opens up soon, it must 
go aground, when the danger of a 
disastrous flood will be imminent, 
All the sewer gates are closed 
and pumps are at work pumping the sewagé 
over the wall.

Desperate Battle With a Fugitive Forger 
in Arkansas. 


THE OFFICER KILLED AND THE CRIM- 
INAL MORTALLY WOUNDED. 


Details of the Conflict—Riotous Hunga- 
rians Brain One of Their Number — 
Confessed the Killing— An Express 
Robbery—Carrie Ellaworth—The Daily 
Calendar of Crime. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 11.—<A desperate 
conflict occurred last night near Pinnacle 
Springs, in this State, between Jas. P. Pax- 
ton, a Sheriff’s officer from Lincoln, Neb., 
and M. S. Good, a forger whom the deputy 
was trying to place under arrest. Good was 
well known to be a desperate man and 
the officer knew that he was taking a great 
risk in trying to effect his capture. Paxton 
had been in pursuit of the fugitive for some 
days, and at length located. him at the house 
of a friend of the forger near the 
springs. Incompany with two local officers 
Paxton last night rode up to the house where 
Good was concealed and demanded his sur- 
render. The answer was a shot from a Win- 
chester, which wounded Paxton. The fire 
was promptly returned and kept up until 
Paxton fell dead with a bullet 
through his head. The dead officer’s 
assistants finally forced their . way 
into the house, when Good was disarmed and 
taken into custody. It was found that he was 
mortally wounded, having been shot through 
the chest. The authorities in Nebraska have 
been notified of the tragedy. The officer’s 
remains will be brought to this city t3-day. 


RIOTOUS HUNGARIANS, 


ONE MAN FATALLY WOUNDED IN A MINERS’ 
FIGHT—CRIMINAL NEWS.

FRUITS OF JEALOUSY. 


A Comedy of Errors Which Had a Rather 
Tragic Finale. 

NEw YorRK, April 11.— There was a happy 
ending yesterday at Gouverneur Hospital to 
a comedy of errors, in which jealousy had 
played battledoor and shuttlecock with the 
hearts ofa husband and a wife, until each 
was weary of life and ripe for suicide.

A brief courtship ended in marriage, 
and up toa few weeks ago they occupied a 
prettily furnished flat, and seemed only 
happy when in each other’s company. 
They had no children. Ashort time ago the 
husband, without so far as could be 
learned any reason, became imbued with the 
idea that his wife was receiving some one 
else*s attentions, and the wife on equally 
baseless grounds began to think, whenever 
her husband was detained by business, that 
he was worshiping at some fair one’s 
shrine. There were no &criminations. Each 
suffered in silence. His suspicions made the 
husband actually sick and last week he 
was able to work buta few days. As he was 
a steady, sober man, the cashier of his em- 
ployer on Monday advanced him his week’s 
wages. His wife learned of this and think- 
ing he wished to spend the moneyon the 
imaginary charmer, went to her mother’s 
home to spend the night. As his wife was 
away when he reached home, the husband 
concluded that Ella had deserted him, and 
roamed the streets all night. Next morning 
the wife returned: Her husband was not at 
home and instinctively she rushed to the 
closet and threw open its door. A glance 
showed her that his best suit of clothes was 
gone and she jumped to the conclusion that 
he had eloped with the woman of her 
thoughts. Almost heaftbroken she sat down 
and penned a letter whicl she left upon the 
table. Shesought refuge late in the evening 
at her mother’s. Hardly had Ella gone when 
the husband returned and his eyes fell upon 
the note. He tore it open and read

THE EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 
— 
THREATENED STRIKE OF MINERS IN THE PENN- 
SYLVANIA COAL FIELDS. 

Prrrssund, Pa., April 11.—The proposed 
miners’ strike forthe adoptionof the eight- 
hour work day to be ordered three weeks 
hence, is the chief topicof discussion in in- 
dustrial circles. The mine operators 
do not seem to fear the result 
of the movement. They have been 
doing some figuring since the abrupt 
adjournment of the conference on the ability 
of the men to endure a long strike. 
It was thought by many of the oper- 
ators by showing a bold front the miners 
would be scared into making concessions. 
The miners, on the other hand, were equally 
bold and when the motion to adjourn was 
made on the operators’ side of the House the 
miners felt their firmness was being put to a 
test. However, accepting that the 
operators wanted an adjournment 
they voted for the motion. The operators 
could not consistently vote down their own 
motion, and the motion prevailed. The 
miners’ determination tocarry their demands 
into the competitive districts has put the 
operators to thinking. The strike will be a 
general one, including the coke region, 
where the trouble is even now being 
fought on the eight-hour basis. 

About 140,000 to 150,000 more men will be af- 
fected. There are not that many men act- 
ively engaged in the mining of coal, but that 
number will take part in the demands. 

The non-union men and day laborers are as 
anxious as any otHers ior the movement to 
be made and will necessarily be included in 
the number requiring assistance during the 
struggle. 

The threatened strike will more directly 
affect the States of Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
and Pittsburg will feel its depressionto a 
considerable extent. Over 6,000 men are 
employed in these two districts, —~ 


SWITCHMEN’S STRIKE AT DENVER. 

DENVER, Colo., April 11.—The switchmen in 
the Burlington yards struck at 1:30 o clock 
this morning. At that houra meeting of the 
switchmen, which. had been in session all 
night, ordered the men out. The ground 
taken by the Burlington at Lincoln and 
Omaha was unfair. The order to strike was 
not decided upon without long and earnest 
on. The strikers number about fifty 
men, and include both passenger and freight 
switchmen.

Little Progress Made in the Canvass of 
Tuesday's Ballots. 


A JUDGE'S EXPERIENCE AT ONE OF THE 
i Forme BOOTHS. 


Wholesale Voting on Dead Men’s Names— 
An Election Official Behind the Bars— 
Battling Hard for Cregier—Proceedings 
of the State Legislatures—After Trusts 
and Railways. | 


Curcoaco, U., April 11.—The Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners met to-day for the pur- 
pose of taking up the canvass of votes cast at 
the city election on Tuesday. The board 
first proceeded to hear evidence in the mat - 
ter of the alleged misconduct of Dennis 
Sheehan, one of the judges of election in the 
Nineteenth Precinct of the Twentieth: Ward. 
Sheehan is the man for whose arrest a bench 
warrant was issued yesterday, on complaint 
of the Chairman of the Republican Campaign 
Committee. l 

8. P. Harris, one of the Republican Judges, 
testified that after the polls were closed an al- 
tercation arose as to who should count the 
tickets to see whether they tallied in number 
with the number of votes cast as shown by 
the register. Sheehan demanded the key to 
the ballot-box, and it being refused him, he 
he took the hammer and broke the box. At 
the same time the crowd outside broke in the 
window. Harris said he was informed that 
there was a conspiracy to destroy the ballots 
and the poll-books. In the confusion the 
ballot box disappeared and was afterwards 
found in an inner room. Harris then de- 
manded that Sheehan be arrested, and it was 
done 


SHEEHAN’S STORY. 

Sheehan testified that the whole trouble 

arose from the fact that Harris wanted to 
run things to suit himself, and did not pro- 
pose to allow the Democratic Judges to have 
any voicein the matter. He admitted that 
he broke the box with a hammer, but said 
that it was with no intention of fraud. Mr, 
Harris refused to open the box with the key, 
and he (Sheehan) opened it in the best way 
he could in order thatthe work of counting 
the ballots might proceed. 
, The investigation was then put over until 
after the completion of the canvass. Inthe 
meantime Sheehan was taken over to Judge 
Tuthill’s court andat the suggestion of the 
Assistant State’s Attorney locked up tn jail. 

When the board turned its attention to ean- 
vassing the votes, Judge Prendergast, who 
represents the Cregier wing of the Demo- 
cratic party, appeared before it and made an 
argument against the legal right of City At- 
torney Sugg, a member of the board, to sit as 
such, on the ground that he was a candidate 
at the late election and was hostile to Mr. 
Oregier. 

VOTING ON DEAD MEN'S NAMES. 

The following is a sample of what Republi- 
can papers of this city are saying in regard 
to the late elections for Mayor: The Tribune 
sent reporters into the Fifteenth Precinct of 
the Twenty-ninth Ward, where Cregier 
(Dem.) received 512 votes against 6 for Wash- 
burne (Rep.), and claims that even a super- 
ficial investigation gives evidence of whole- 
sale fraud. Its reporters, it says, 
found about sixty names of 
persons on the official registry who 
were either dead, not naturalized ar had re- 
moved from the precinct. As samples of the 
Kind of work done in that precinct it says: 
The ‘gang’ cracked the skull and battered 
the body of J. Kurr of 4244 Ashland avenue, 
and he now liesinthe grave yard, but last 
Tuesday they voted him for Dewitt Creiger. 
Last summer Mr. Sleichteer of 4240 Ashland 
avenue went to Wheeling W. Va., where he is 
now living, but last Tuesday the ‘gang’ voted 
him for Dewitt O. Crieger.’’

The gang voted not only the living for him, 
but the dead; not only those living in the 
precinct and the surrounding neighborhoods, 
but those in other States and foreign coun- 

-tries. They summoned cadavers from Cal- 
vary Cemetery and spirits from abroad and 
voted them for Dewitt C. Creiger. 

The 7ribune.charges that it is not safe for 
a Republican to live or attempt to vote the 
Republican ticket in that precinct.

THE TEXAS LEGISLATURE. 

Aber, Tex., April 11.—In the Senate 
yesterday Senator Rumsey sent up a joint 
resolution to amend the constitution so as to 
provide for registratiion in cities of 10,000 in- 
habitants. The scalp bill passed by a vote of 
17 to 14. The Senate refused to concur in the 
House’s resolution to adjourn sine die next 
Monday. The House bill reducing the rate of 
interest on open accounts was passed. The 
House bill granting a new chartertothe city 
of San Antonio was passed under a suspension 
of the rules. Tlie afternoon was spent in 
discussing the general appropriation bill. 

The House adopted a resolution inviting 
Congressman Bailey to address the Legis- 
lature. The quarantine bill, providing for 
the appointment of quarantine officers in 
every county of the State was passed. Mr. 
Durdin’s amendment to the Senate peniten- 
tiary bill, requiring the establishment of fac- 
tories in the penitentiaries for the manufact- 
ure of cotton goods and bagging, was 
adopted. This will probably be the longest 
session ever held by the Texas Legislature, 
owing to the disagreement of the two houses 
as to the date of final adjournment. 


WISCONSIN ASSEMBLY. 

Mapisown, Wis., April 11.—The Assembly has 
indefinitely postp®ned the two co-employe 
Dills. This prevents the passage of a co- 
employe bill at this session. Twenty bills 
were passed including one making the Scrib- 
ner the standard for scaling logs. Fifteen 
Senate bills were concurred in. 


AN UNPRECEDENTED DEMAND. 


Orop Failures in France Favorably Affect 
the St. Louis Wheat Market. 


The present outlook for the wheat crop is 
better than.it has been for years and the de- 
mand from abroad will actually be almost if 
not quite the héaviest on record. Reports 
from all parts of Europe are constantly com- 
ing to hand showing that in nearly every dis- 
trict the crop is almost an entire failure, and 
that the purchases fa this country will have 
tobe much larger than they have been for 
several years past. The cold weather 
prevalent last winter in the Southern 
part of Europe would, it was known, 
at the time, seriously damage the wheat, but 
not until recently was the full extent of the 
loss appreciated. In France and Belgium 
the crop will not amount toa sixth of the 
usuai yield, while in Spain the loss has been 
even more severe. The Italian crop, while in 
better condition than the French, is still 
very much under the average, and the same 
is true of the Russian and Hungarian crops. 
Commission merchantsin this city have re- 
ceived an unusual number of orders for 
future delivery, and the predictions are that, 
even with the remarkably fine crop that 
is looked for, the price will be 
high throughout the year, The st. Louis 
market will be more affected by the increased 
foreign demand than any Other, 
owing to the failure of the 
French crop, which in character bears a 
close resemblance to the wheat raised in the 

ry tributary to St. Louis. The French 
wheat has long been recognized as the best 
in Hurope and is the only crop that com- 
pares favorably with the American. There 
have been very few fallures in the French 
wheat belt, the crop having been remarkably 
steady, and for this reason France has used 
less American wheat and four in pro- 
portion to its population than any 
European country with the exception of 
Rus@a. The French mills are adapted to 
handling the soft wheat for which St. Louis 
is the leading market, and already contracts 
have been made for shipping large quantities 
by bargeto New Orleans, and thence by 
steamer to Havre and Marseilles. Never has 
there been at this season of the year so strong 
a demand for wheat from France, and it is 
believed thatthis demand will steadily in- 
crease. Fortunately the outlook for 
the wheat crop in the United 
States is unusually favorable, and predictions 
are made that it will prove to be the heaviest 
for séveral years. Under ordinary conditions 
this would lead to a fall in prices, but re- 
ceivers believe that the great increase in the 
foreign demand will prevent the market 
from being glutted. A fair crop could not 
have come ata better season for the Amer- 
ican farmer, and the wheat-raisers of Mis- 
sour! and Kansas are especially fortunate, as 
the failure of the French crop has very great- 
ly increased the demand for the grade of 
grain grown in these States.

NETHER LIMBS. 


Minnesota Law Prohibiting Women Ex- 
posing Them in Tights. 


‘MANAGER NORTON SAYS THE BILL WILL 


ABOLISH GRAND OPERA. 


* 


Shaks pearean Productions Cannot Be 
Given Either Under Such a Law——The 
Minnesota Legislature’s Ridiculous 
Position—Immoral Posters and Per 
form ances Should Go. 


„There's apparently only one course left 
for the stage now, said Manager John W. 
Norton this morning, ‘‘and that is to go back 
to the primitive rule of having all female 
characters impersonated by beardless boys. 
And following out the line of moral reform 
that seems to have been adopted in therural 
districts, the art galleries should put pants 
on the Apollo Belvidere anda tailor-made 
gown on the Venus de Medici.” 

Mr. Norton was discussing the act of the 
Minnesota Legislature, which yesterday 
passed the McHale ballet bill prohibiting the 
appearance upon the stage of any female 
person dressed in tights.’’ The disgusted 
manager sat in his private office at the Grand 
Opera-house, his face wearing an expression 
of almost theatric scorn. 

The measure can’t be enforced for any 
length of time, he said. ‘‘The common 
sense of the public at large will prevent the 
State of Minnesota becoming the laughing 
stock of the whole country. You mark my 
words: That ‘anti-tight’ measure will finally 
be repealed as sure as I’m sitting here. 

A HUGE JOKE IN TIGHTS. 

Theatrical people have all along regarded 
the whole affair as a huge joke. It has raised 
a ‘stage laugh, literally speaking, from 
Maine to California, and from Canada to Lou- 
isiana.’’ 

But similar bills are pending in other 
States, Mr. Norton,“ suggested the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, who had called on the 
Grand Opera-house manager for his views on 
tights and tight legislation. ‘‘This move- 
ment seems to be a general protest against 
tights.’’ 

No, it isn't,“ was the prompt response, 
and Mr. Norton’s face was wreathed with a 
knowing smile. It is simply a bid for 
the country vote. The question of morality 
or decency is not involved in the movement 
as it stands at present. These same 
ligisiators, who can’t think ofa ‘woman’s 
nether limbs,’ as they call them, being ex- 
posed in tights without a convulsive 
shudder are the best patrons of the 
really indecent variety leg shows, the 
shows that oughtto be suppressed. I know 
what Im talking about, and Isay that you 
will find nine-tenths of these Minnesota 
puritans in the front row of the va- 
riety show whenever they’re away from 
their own constituents and not on legislative 
dress parade. 

SHAKSPEARE AND THE OPERA DOOMED. 

Just think for a moment what legislation 
of this sort actually means. It will prevent 
the stage- production of nearly every one of 
Shakspeare’s plays. There is hardly one that 
you can name which doesn’tat least have a 
page character init, and those parts have 
been taken by women for centuries. It 
directly prohibits, as indecent, the produc- 
tion of such master pieces as ‘‘As You Like 
It, Twelfth Night’’ and others of Shaks- 
peare’s best. Itrules every grand opera off 
the stage, and sounds the death-knell of light 
opera. It means that all the clean and 
beautiful burlesques of the present day must 
be declared immoral and indecent. Why, my 
dear sir, if this movement were carried to its 
logical conclusion, our best actresses would 
have either to abandon the stage or ampu- 
tate’ their nether limb or limbs.’ 

There is an evil, the abuse of tights it 
might be called, which honestly needs check- 
ing. The low variety show, with its indecent 
dancers‘and suggestive burlesque, so-called, 
should be suppressed. The flaring poster, 
with its intentionally nude and fiesh-tinted 
immorality, should be rung in. But, for 
Heaven’s sake, the line should be drawn be- 
tween them and the legitimate productions 
of grand and light opera and burlesque 
proper. Inthe latter there is no suggestion 
ofindecency. The tight is used for its artis- 
tic value, the female figure is shown on 
account of its undeniable beauty. There need 
be never a thought of impurity arise from such 
productions, and there will not be in any 
Well regulated mind. 

A REAL EVIL POINTED OUT. 

I have been on the stage since I was 10 
years old, continued Mr. Norton, and 
until the present time I have never heard a 
protest against a woman’s appearing in 
tights in such productions as belong to the 
higher class of plays that I have before indi- 
cated. There has been a movement against 
the use of indecent posters, and it met with 
my heartiest approval. About ten years ago. 
I remember, there was an effort made in St. 
Louis to pass an ordinance to suppress 
such posters. I was summoned before the 
Grand-jury totestify on the subject, and I 
showed that body that it wasonly the low 
fly-by-night variety shows that indulged in 
pictorial indecencies. In Washington, D. O., 
there is an ordinance in force which prevents 
such posters being displayed, and I should 
favor its enforcement in every city of this 
country. 

Theatrical managers and companies are 
not alarmed by the McHale ballet bill. It 
may cause some disturbance of bookings at 
the Minneapolis and St. Paul theaters in the 
first furry, butI doubt even that it will have 
this effect. The trial for the first offense un 
der the new bill would show thatthe sort of 
productions I have named are nota menace 
to public morality and virtue. 

It would have been easy to suppress the 
really objectionable leg-shows, because pub- 
lic Opinion would have supported the en- 
forcement of the law. But it will be found 
impossible to drive tights, with female 
nether limbs in them, from the stage alto- 
gether. The real outcome of this Minnesota 
legislation Will be a laugh at the expense of 
the anti-tight crusaders that will swamp 
them under the back-water of their own 
ridiculous flood of ultra-morality. They are 
preparing to take the leading parts in one of 
the biggest and richest farces ever produced 
before the American public. 

OPPOSING FORCES DESCRIBED. 

I divide the opposing forces of this battle 
ofthe ballet as follows: You will find au 
cities, even those of only 56,000 inhabitants, 
inclined to ‘guy’ the crusad@, and certainly 
opposed to such sweeping legislation as the 
McHale bill. You will find all little towns and 
country hamlets backing up the tight aboli- 
tion movement. Sewing societies will be 
a bulwark of strength to McHale, 
and he could engage an 
nian. phalanx of rural old maids 
who would gladly volunteer for active ser- 
vice until the last tight fitted from before the 
footlights and vanished forever. In plain 
words, the people of cities, who have an op- 
portunity of seeing these different produc- 
tions, draw the line between the really artistic 
and the simply indecent show, and only 
favor legislation against the actual evil.

Catholic Bishops of America to Make a 
Rquest of Rome. 


THEY WISH TO HAVE ARCHBISHOP 
KENRICK MADE A CARDINAL. 


Why the Meethe of the Distinguished 
Prelates in St. Louis to Make Ar- 
rangements for the Archbishop’s Golden 
Jubilee Is t¢ Be Called for Such an 
Early Date—Notes. 


Within the nett few weeks Very Rev. P. P. 
Brady, V. G., will issue a call for the arch- 
bishops and b&hops of the entire United 
States, togetherwith the priesthood of the 
diocese, to assemble in St. Louis, primarily 
to make arrangements for the golden jubilee 
of Most Rev. Peter Richard Kenrick, Arch- 
bishop of St. Louis. But there isa still more 
important action to be taken by the high 
church officials upon this occasion. It is no 
less, it is generally understood, than the 
formal nominating of the present venerable 
Archbishop for the position of cardinal. 
Just in what way the action will be taken or 
the subject brought before the distinguished 
body is not yet determined, but that it will 
come up for due consideration is an acknowl- 
edged fact. This is the object of calling the 
acting arrangement committee for such occa- 
sions together at such an early date, the cele- 
bration proper not occurring until Nov. 30 
next. This is a reopening of the agitation 
for another American cardinal, which raged 
about a year ago. At that time it was 
generally supposed that Pope Leo had con- 
cluded to make the desired appointment, and 
it was generally conceded that Archbishop 
Kenrick would be the successful nominee. 
But as no definite action was taken by the 
Pope at the time it is proposed to make a 
more formal request. 

GENERAL THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. 

The agitation to urge upon Pope Leo the 
necessity of giving America greater recog- 
nition is general. Archbishop Kenrick 
knows less of the movement than do the va- 
rious Bishops, it having been kepta compa- 
rative secret so far as he is concerned. There is 
little doubt, however, that he will be the per- 
son named, the general concensus of opinion 
expressed by private letters received in this 
city being to the effect that he is most worthy 
and deserves such recognition from the Pope. 
It is generally recognized that he is one of 
the leading spirits in the quiet advancement 
of the church*s spiritual interests in the 
country, which position he has held in the 
estimation of the clergy generally for the 
past thirty years. The apparent unanimous 
desire to have the Archbishop created a Car- 
dinal will insure the grantal of the request, 
it is thought,as heretofore more than one 
name has been presented, all having a strong 
indorsement. 

THB JUBILEE CELEBRATION. 

The jubilee celebration, whether the Arch- 
bishop is created a Cardinal or not, will be a 
grand affair. Cardinal Gipbons of Baltimore 
will say mass and all the Bishops and Arch- 
bishops of the country will be in attendance, 
including the brilliant orator, Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia. The celebration will 
occur at the old Cathedral on Walnut 
Street, the building being generally 
redecorated for the occasion, which 
will prove. one of the most note- 
worthy in the Catholic history of the country. 
Church dignitaries from all parts of the globe 
will bein attendance, including one from 
Canada, and one at least from Italy. The ar- 
rangements, which are being prepared on 
such a grand scale, create the general im- 
pression that the movement for a new Car- 
dinal in this country is at least regarded with 
favor at home, where every agitation of this 
Kind is carefully noted, together with its im- 
portance. Vicar-General has taken 
affairs in hand until the forma 5 
mittee on arrangement is permanently ap- 
pointed at the Juneconference. He will issue 
his invitations as soon as a date can be chosen 
that will suit the convenience of a majority 
of the church authorities.

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PARTY WRECKAGE IN CHICAGO. 


The Chicago returns should be a memor- 
able lesson to those who think that the 
érganization of a political party can be 
used with advantage to itself in an effort 
to capture city offices for its bosses and 
their henchmen. Those returns show that 
party lines gave way wherever they came 
into collision with serious local issues; 
that the spirit of home rule was stronger 
than allegiance to either party, and that 
the voters of the strongest party emphati- 
cally resented and rebuked the attempt to 
control their votes in a city election by 
party authority. 

Mayor CREGIER, who was elected two 
years ago by a majority of 12,000, was nom- 
inated for re-election by the Democrats. 
That they could have given him a larger 
majority this time, if there had been no 
local issue to divide them, is shown by 
their majority in the new City Council and 
by the fact that the united vote for the two 
Democratic candidates for City Treasurer 
exceeds by 18,000 the whole number of votes 
cast for both the Republican nominee and 
the Citizens’ candidate. 

But the Democrats divided on local 
issues. The authority of the Democratic 
State Committee, exerted to the utmost for 
the regularly nominated Cregier ticket, 
the local enthusiasm for Senator PALMER, 
and the earnest appeals he and Gov. PEcK 
of Wiscorisin made in numerous speeches 
to prevail on the Democrats to stand by the 
regular ticket, rallied but little more than 
half the Democrats to its support. It re- 
ceived 46,500 votes, while the bolting 
Democratic ticket received about 43,000. 

The lesson of it all is completed by the 
fact that, in spite of the inviting oppor- 
tunity afforded by this Democratic divi- 
sion, the Republicans also divided on local 
issues and 23,600 of their votes were polled 
for a fourth candidate, nominated by the 
Citizens’ movement. Both political or- 
ganizations were utterly wrecked by local 
issues in the city election. By meddling 
with matters foreign to the function of 
political parties both have impaired the 
morale and strength they should have pre- 
served for the accomplishment of their 
legitimate political purposes. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON does not propose 
that Secretary BLAINE shall reap all the 
glory which may attach to the carrying out 
of the reciprocity plan. He wants a slice 
of whatever there may beinit. But while 
the President is struggling for a little 
glory on his own account he should be 
careful not to make his Premier angry. 
There is a wide spread impression that the 
slips of paper distributed by the Blaine 
forces in the next National Republican 
Convention will contain the name of the

Progress of the Official Count of Tues- 
day’s Election Returns. 


— 


CANDIDATE COSSMAN KNOCKED OUT BY 
THE SEVENTH WARD FIGURES. 


The Investigation of the Sixteenth Ward 
Frauds—Democrate Trying to Get the 
Ballots Thrown From the Polling Place 
—Councilman-Elect James’ Citizenship 
—Slate Combinations at City Hall. 


The official canvass of the returns of Tues- 
day’s election began in Recorder of Voters 
Carlisle’s office at 9 o’clock this morning. 
Justices of the Peace Pollard representing the 
Democrats and Mielert the Republicans were 
on hand to make the canvass with Recorder 
Carlisle. Mr, McKay, representing 
the Independent Municipal party, 
was present as a spectator 
having no official connection with the count. 
Several of the candidates who figured in the 
late election dropped in and out during the 
count, particularly those who ran for the 
House of Delegates and were defeated or 
elected by small figures. Frank Cossman, 
who was defeated in the Seventh Ward by 
three votes, was present for a while with his 
attorney, John I. Martin. Mr. Martin 
tells a rather strange incident 
of the election which he proposes to fully in- 
vestigate. Hesaid: In the Thirty-second 
Precinct of the Seventh Ward they dida thing 
which, while it may not be a violation of the 
law, is yet rather unusual, A Republican 
voter was sick in bed in the same house that 
the polling place was located. He was un- 
able to get down stairs to vote, sotwoof the 
Republican judges took a ballot, went clear 
around through the hall, upstairs, and into 
the man’s room, where he fixed his ballot 
and gave it to the accommodating judges, 
who took it down stairs and cast it for him.’’ 
Mr. Martin did not this morning know the 
names in this case, but said he would find 
them out. 

HOW IT IS MADE. 

The canvass of the returns consisted simply 
in transferring the figures from the poll books 
as they were certified to by the judges and 
clerks to large tally sheets arranged for the 
purpose. Mr. Carlisle announced that when 
all the figures were transferred the footings 
would be made and that the results would be 
declared official. The canvassers have no 
power to go benind the returnsasthey are 
given on the poll books. Mr. Cossman 
hoped that the official figures from 
the Seventh Ward would overcome 
the majority of three for his Republican op- 
ponent, Mr. Uthoff, shown by the police re- 
returns was a vain one. The official figures 
tallied in every respect with those reported 
by the police the evening of election. No 
discrepancy of any kind was found up to late 
this afternoon. When the footings are made 
it will then be officially established whether 
the Independents or Republicans came out 
second in the race. 


Making Combinations. 


The political slate-makers are very much 
like the schoolboy trying to solve the prob- 
lem of how many different combinations can 
be arranged froma given number of men. In 
this instance the Mayor has a given number 
of officesto fill, andthere are an indefinite 
number of candidates to fill them. These 
candidates are switched and swapped around 
in a manner somewhat startling. Every pol- 
iticilan in the crowd has his own ideas about 
what will be done, Dut not a single one 
knows. 

A rather pretty proposition has presented 
itselfon the question of organization in the 
Council. Councilman Sloanis paired with 
Mr. Walbridge; this was done before the 
election to assure Sloan the Vice-Presidency. 
There were elected six Democrats, making 
seven nm all. There are enough to elect all 
the officers, but the question then 
arises, will they dare to do 50 
without President Walbridge’s consent, 
because he has the appointment of 
allthe committees and can shut the Demo- 
crats out of the chairmanships. Onthe other 
hand President Walbridge has safd that he 
will not be in the city on the day set, and the 
question arises can the CounciLlorganize with- 
out President Walbridge, and what will he do 
if not considered. The secretarysbip of that 
body seems to be an especially desirable 
plum, andthe candidates for the place are 
getting very thick. Joe Judge, the son-in- 
law of Ed Butler’s wife’s brother in-law, is 
said to ber pulling hard, John E. Mohan, 
a defeated candidate for the House of 
Delegates, and several lesser lights 
are after it. Max Ungar, 1 
standing candidate, wants to. be assistant 
The aspirants for the Clerkship of the House 
are very quiet about their desires, and are 
making canvasses of the members. 

It was the current gossip this morning that 
aman named Gilbert had resigned the post- 
tion he held to take the office of Commissioner 
of Supplies, but as the story was started by a 
morning paper but little faith is putinit. At 
the Mayor’s office the story was flatly con- 
tradicted. 

For the Health Commissioner’s chair pulls 
are being prepared for Charles Francis and 
Dr. Farris, although the presumption is that 
Dr. Brennan has a sure thing of It. 

For Judge Cady’s place Tom Morris, of 
Knights of Father Mathew fame, is spoken 
of, and he seems to have acquired a sudden 
fondness for the neighborhood of the Mayor’s 
office. Jim Brennan willcontinue as Secre- 
tary. It was said that a caucus was held last 
night by the Democratic members of the 
House of Delegatesin City Counselor Bell’s 
office, and that Tom jWard was de- 
cided upon for Speaker. This is 
denied absolutely by all the members seen 
seen this morning and ridiculed by Mr. Bell, 
who putthe whole thing down as a fake. 
One member, after extorting a pledge that 
his name would not be revealed and taking 
the reporter into a very dark room, made the 
startling announcement that the caucus 
would not be held until after the official 
returns were known. Any meetings previous 
to that would not count. 


Bixteenth Ward Frauds. 


The committees in charge of the investiga- 
tion of the frauds committed at the polling 
places of Precinct 77, in the Sixteenth Ward, 
last Tuesday are still actively at work getting 
matters in shape for the prosecution of the 
parties who threw the twenty-eight bal- 
lots that should have been counted 
and placed in the box out in 
the back yard thinking that they would be 
picked up and disposed of by a confederate. 
As has been fully told the man who did get 
the ballots carried them to the gentlemen who 
are now making the investigation. Last 
evening there was another meeting of the 
Committee on Prosecution. Tnis committee is 
com posed of Collector C. F. Wenneker, Henry 
O. Meyer, F. Luecke and Senator O. F. 
Busche. Additional subscriptions were 
made and final steps taken to get counsel.

THE HARRIS-POTTS CASE. 


Rumors in Cirotlation Since the Arrest of 
the Medical Student. 


ASBURY PaRK, N. J., April 11.—The death 
of Mrs. Mary Helen Nelson Potts Harris and 
the arrest of hei husband, Carlyle W. Harris 
under a charge bf murder, has set all sorts of 
rumors flying. Harris and Miss Potts were 
secretly married and District Attorney Nic- 
colls is said to have evidence that before this 
Harris had married a Miss Queenie Drew. 
Mr. Niccolls has written to a nephew of Potts 
in the law department of Ann Arbor Univers- 
ity and received from hima statement that a 
yearago he heard Harris say that he had 
never met but two women virtuous enough 
to resist him and he had overcome them both 
by secret marriages. Harris is a medical 
student and he has been mixed up with the 
proprietorship of gambling clubs and theatri- 
cal companies. Miss Drew, whom he is sup- 
posed to hade married before marrying Miss 
Potts, is the daughterof a wealthy ranch 
owner in Kansas. Her father was taken sick 
at one of hisranches last summer and Mrs. 
Drew went to him, sending her son and 
daughter here. Queenie and Harris were 
very intimate and she was deeply interested 
in him when he was arrested for being the 
proprietor of a notorious drinking and 
gambling den. Miss Drew came to New 
York again Ast fali and entered the chorus of 
one of Harris’ theatrical companies. District 
Attorney Niccolls has had the dead Mr. 
Harris’ stomach examined, and it was found 
to contain quantities of poison.

Mrs. Leon d. Papin Tells How She Was 
Treated by Her Husband. 


THE MARITAL MISERY WHICH EXISTED 
IN AN OLD ST. LOUIS FAMILY. 


The Shocking Statements Made by the 
Husband About His Wife—Claimants 
for a Life Insurance Policy—Judge Klein 
Renders a Number of Decisions—Oourt 
Notes. 


Almost the entire afternoon in Judge Val- 
liant’s court yesterday was taken up in the 
examination and cross-examination of Mrs. 
Medora Papin in her divorce suit against her 
husband, Leon J. Papin. Mr. A. J. P. 
Garasche, a witness for the defense, was, 
however, first allowed totake the stand, as 
he was unwell and could not very well wait 
until Mrs. Papin had been examined. Mr. 
Garasche testified that certain letters ex- 
hibited by the defense, but which have not 
yet been offered in evidence, were a part ofa 
correspondence he had had with Mr. Horns- 
by in regard to an amicable settlement of 
the troubles between Mr. and Mrs. Papin, 
and he also testified that although he had 
seen Mr. Papin frequently within the 
last ten years, he had not seen 
him drunk once in that time. During the 
campaign last fall Mr. Papin was with his 
son almost constantly, and witness saw him 
every day several times and only on one oo 
casion was he able to detect that Mr. Papin 
had been drinking alittle. Years ago, how- 
ever, he used to go on sprees gcecasionally 
with the boys, go out of a night during elec- 
tion times and drink a good deal, but would 
turn up all right again next morning. 

MRS. PAPIN ON THE STAND. 

Mrs. Papin, the plaintiff, was on the stand 
over three hours yesterday afternoon and she 
stood the ordeal very well. 

Witness detailed how they had moved from 
house to house, and often suffered for the 
necessaries of life. But for $3,100 the family 
received from bis mother, they might have 
starved or frozen to death down in Maryville, 
as her husband was oftener drunk than 
sober, and contributed nothing to the sup- 
port ot the family at the time. He has 
never treated me kindly since we have been 
married, said Mrs. Fapin, and on Meramec 
street he'd find fault with everything I did. 
Ift’d go into the parlor and sit with my 
daughter, he'd complain because I didn't 
stay out in the sitting room and talk to him, 
and if I stayed with him, he'd want me to go 
intothe parlor, and so it went. Yes, of 
course he got mad at me because I went to 
church, and I don’t know ofa name in the 
calendar of curses that he didn’t call me, 
and I wouldn’t have blamed my boys if they’d 
have knocked him down, and they would, 
too, if I hadn't prevented them. 

Witness said that her husband called her 
the priest’s concubine and mistress. She 
didn’t think he meant it, but only wanted to 
provoke and annoy her. 


OBJECTED TO KERRY PATCH. 

When they moved to Stoddard street Mr. 
Papin objected, because he called that Kerry 
Patch, and he didn’t want to move to such a 
place. Witness and her children expected to 
get rid of him when they moved to Stoddard 
street, but he turned up there the first night 
and had to be ordered away from the house 
next morning before he’d leave. He stayed 
away, this time, several weeks, but finally 
returned, penitent, and wastakenin. They 
lived there two years and Mr. Papin be- 
haved himself, on the whole, very well there, 
as he knew that witness would get a 
divorce from him as soon as he commenced 
cutting up again. Mr.and Mrs.Papin have not 
lived together since then (October, 1886) as 
husband and wife, although they have slept 
under the same roofand eaten at the same 
table every day. Three yearsanda half ago 
witness was deeded a house and lot on School 
street by her husband’s mother and that is 
where they live now. 

A HELL ON BARTH. 

Being asked totell what kind of a home 
they had, witness replied: It is a hell on 
earth. That is strong language, Dut it Is 
so. ’? 

When cross-examined witness admitted 
that she had gone to the Court-housea aum 
ber of times and drawn her husband's salary 
for him, but she denied that any of these 
visits had caused him to lose his situation. 
She admitted that she had thrown a 
rag in his face once and that she once 
threw his inkstand out of the 
window and tried to get at the transcripts he 
was at work on and even tried to kick in the 
door in order to get them, as she didn’t want 
him to do any more office writing at home. 
I was so nervous and excited that Icouldn’t 
help it, said the witness. ‘‘My husband ex- 
claimed: ‘My God, you have ruined me!’ but 
I was wild with excitement and said: ‘I 
can’t ruin you any more than you have ruined 
yourself.’ she admitted that she might have 
called him a dirty dog on this occasion, and 
that she had often told him that he was crazy 
and ought to be in a lunatic asylum, and that 
she had often ordered him out of the house, 
as she claimed she hada perfect right to 


do, the house being her own, and he con- 


triduting little or nothing to the support of 
the family. Sheconsidered him as a mere 
nothing in the family,a nonentity, and had 
so considered him for many years. He was 
never consulted about the affairs of the 
house, and he understood that he had noth- 
ing whatever to say about the management 
of the household. No, she would not go to 
communion with him again, for ten years 
ago, when she took him back after she had 
made up her d to get a divorce from him, 
he went to confession twice and learned to 
say his prayers from her only to fall back 
again. Yes, he did ask her not long ago to 
go to communion with him, andit was true 
that she refused saying, ‘‘When you want to 
save your soul, save it yourself.

How Office-Holders Seek to Make Money 
Out of the City on Contracts. 


A PLUMBER AWARDED THE CONTRaAcT 
FOR BRICK WORK ON THE CITY HALL. 


He Is the Brother of Thomas J. Ward, 
Now Candidate for Speaker of th. 
House and the Other Contractor 1, 
Ward’s Partner—Striking Difference 
Between Estimates and Bids. 


It is a generally accepted fact that the 
building of the new City Hall ts to furnish an 
opportunity for as many of the boodlers to 
grow rich as can get their fingers into the 
ple, and the average citizen making a con. 
servative estimate of the amount to be stolen 
places it at about 50 per cent. The Methods by 
which the stealing is to be done are begin. 
ning to become apparent, and it is easy even 
at this early time to see how the city is to he 
defrauded out of thousands of dollars. City 
Hall methods are artistic. The Ways that 
are dark’’ have been followed there 30 
often and for so long, that any fun 
fledged member of the Assembly can tread 
there with safety, and itis only now and 
then that one of them through excess of 
greed steps fromthe well trodden path and 
is discovered. Many ofthe ways these law. 
makers have ofavoidingthe law will be re. 
vealed before the City Hall job is completed 

and the people of the city will learn even 
more about them than the past has taught 
them. 

A casual remark made bya City Hall em. 
ploye yesterday led to an inquiry which de. 
veloped some strange facts. Speaking of the 
race for the Speak¢rship of the House of Dele- 
gates, he said: 

Tom Ward of the Twenty-fourth ts going 
to be elected sure, He has got enough votes 
to carry him through. Tom will make a wood 
Speaker. He is a shrewd fellow. He is the 
bricklayer, you know, who got the contract 
for the brick work on the City Hall.’’

VERY TRANSPARENT. 

The section then requires that he shall take 
an oath that he possesses all the qualifica. 
tions prescribed by the charter and none of 
the digqualifications. Thomas J. Ward wasa 
member of the last House, was re-elected 
and is now a candidate for Speaker. The 
statement that he had the contract for the 
brick work on the new City Hall was surpris. 
ing indeed. Todiscover whether it was true 
a visit was paid to Oity Register Wherry’s 
office, where the contract was procured, and 
a glance at it disclosed a most pecullar con- 
dition of affairs. 

Thomas J. Ward is not the contractor, but 
Martin J. Ward, his brother, is, and Martin 
J. Ward is not a bricklayer but a plumber. He 
has joined with him, however, W. H. Hart. 
ley, a bricklayer, and Hartley ts a member of 
the firm of Ward & Hartley, of which Thomas 
J. Ward, the member of the House. Is a 
senior member. 

A year ago there was no such firmas Ward 
& Hartley, but within the past year it has 
been organizedand Hartley, the partner of 
Tom Ward,and Martin J., his brother, a 
plumber, have obtained the contract for the 
brick work on the City Hall, a contract 
amounting to $158,987. The Board of Public 
Improvements doubtless knew what it 
was doing when it awarded a 
contract for bricklaying to a plumber, but tt 
will certainly occurto others that the City 
Hall will be a marvelously strange structure 
if the stonework is to be done by carpenters, 
the woodwork by blacksmiths and bricklay- 
ing by plumbers. Another strange feature of 
this contract is that when Tom Ward's 
brother becomes one of the contractors and 
W. H. Hartley the other, Hartley should 
form a partnership with Tom Ward. a 
member of the House of Delegates, 
It is unusual for one member ofa firm of 
bricklayers to have a contract for brickwork 
in which hig partner is not interested, but no 
doubt when the time comes for members of 
the House to qualify Tom Ward will swear 
that he is not ‘‘directly or Indirectly inter 
ested in any contract with the city. He will 
not, of course, deny that his partner is, 
or that his plumber brother is, but 
he will take the oath and not only 
occupy a seat in the House, but he will also 
make the race for speakership. 

The contracts forthe new City Hall, with 
one exception, have been peculiar ina er- 
tain respect, which would seem to indicate 
e that Architect Mann was a poor hand

LESS THAN THE ESTIMATE, 

On each contract Mr. Mann estimated the 
probable cost of the work to be done 
and the deposit required was calculated on 
the basis of that estimate. Mr. Mann’s first 
estimate onthe brick work was $150,000, but 
after that was made, before the specifications 
were drawn up,he concluded to put enameled 
brick in the walls facing the inner court, 
which Mr. Mann said would increase the cost 
$40,000, so he changed his estimate and made 
it $190,000. The specifications were then pre- 
pared and the contractors bid with the est! 
mate of $190,000 before them. The bids were 
as follows:

A Startling Charge Against Evangelist 
Maria B. Woodworth. 


THREE CASES OF RELIGIOUS MANIA Ar. 
TRIBUTED TO HER “POWER.” 


Dr. E. W. Saunders Called to Treat Patients 
Whose Reason Tottered From Indul- 
gence in Hypnotic Piety—From Tem- 
ple“ to Mad - House via the Trance Route 
Their Sad Experience. 


“within the past few weeks, said Dr. E. 
w. Saunders to a Post-DISPATCH reporter to- 
day, I have had brought to my attention, 
for treatment or consultation, three well de- 
fined cases of religious manie. I found from 
the statements of the patients themselves, or 
from the testimony of others, that every one 
of the three sad cases was caused by the 
mental and nervous disturbance arising from 
attendance at the ag ayo = revival meet- 


mes. 

This startling declaration, coming from a 
physician having the local standing and 
practice enjoyed by Dr. Saunders, was made 
with a seriousness in keeping with its full 
significance, It was also accompanied by an 
earnest disclaimer of any desire to injure the 
Evangelist of the Woodworth Temple, at 
Fourteenth and Lucas Place. 

I would not question Mrs. Woodworth's 
sincerity nor her piety,’’ said the physician. 
have no grounds upon which to impeach 
either, and I know that some of the best 
Chrispian people in St. Louis have the great- 
est faith in her and her work. But from the 
standpoint of a physician who has been con- 
fronted with the results of that work, I am 
forced to condemn it unreservedly ,as I should 
have to condemn any other form of mental 
and nervous excitement that threatened the 
sanity of those who gave themselves up to it. 
Of the three instances I have mentioned, 
there is not one which, if the patient had not 
been restrained from attending the Wood- 
worth meetings, would not have resulted in 
incurable insanity, taking one of its most 
dangerous phases, that of religious mopo- 
mania.’’ 

ORAZED BY RELIGIOUS EXCITEMENT. 

Dr. Saunders then gave in detat! the history 
ofthe three cases known to him in his pro- 
fessional capacity. He withheld the names 
ofthe unfortunate patients, as a matter of 
course, but stated that he considered the 
publication of the undentabie fact that they 
owed theirdeplorable condition to the excit- 
ine influences of the Woodworth power“ as 
@ matter of duty. 

“It is a warning of danger, 
‘*nothing more, nothing less. 

So far as lcan judge Mrs. Woodworth is 
possessed of hypnotic or mesmeric powers. 
The temperaments most susceptible to the 
exercise of such powers are, unfortunately, 
also those most capable of suffering from 
them, both In mind and body. Emotional 
people are swept ewiftly into the focus of re- 
ligious excitement. Surrendered to an ex- 
cess of religious excitement, the mad-house 
awaits them as surely as they are not dragged 
away fromthe fatal influence. I declare un- 
hesitatingly that this is the very danger 
threatened by the Woodworth meetings. 

Dr. saunders’ report of the three cases of 
nervous and mental disorder coming to his 
knowledge was calmly made, a report based 
upon the plain facts of professional practice.

FORGOT HOME, HUSBAND AND FAMILY. 
The third case quoted from Dr. Saunders’ 
experience is apeculiarly sad 
one. He was visited one day by a certain 
lady prominent in local charitable work. The 
lady came in the interest of a dear friend, the 
wife ofa St. Louis merchant. This friend 
had apparently been completely engulfed by 
the wave of religious excitement sweeping 
over the Woodworth meetings. She had be- 
come totally irresponsible, and was a Wood- 
worth devotee body and soul. Husband, 
home, family and friends had been surren- 
dered, and her life was wrapped up in the 
Woodworth meetings. She thought and 
talked of nothing else, and nearly all of her 
time was at those meetings, where the 
strange power exercised by Mrs. Woodworth 
had full play.

He has 
abandoned the position he held in a mer 
cantile establishment, his moral nature 
seems to have deen perverted until he has 
lost all self-respect or idea of self- support, 
and, apparently, all love for his family, and 
he devotes himself altogether to indulgence 
in the pecullar fascination of the Woodworth 
power. He is one of those most frequently 
seen in the strange ‘‘trance’’ that marks 
the exercise of the power at its full tide, 
and isa religious monomaniac beyond ques- 
tion, 

Dr. Saunders states that he has heard of 
other instances of a similar nature directly 
attributable to attendance at the Woodworth 
meetings, but he declines to discuss the de- 
talls of any save those Which he knows be- 
yond the shadow of doubt to be the sad result 
of the Woodworth ‘‘ power.’’ 

CALIFORNIA INSANE ASYLUMS RECRUITED. 

The cases of religious mania 1 have 
quoted, said the physician in conclusion, 
are susceptible of the fullest proof by my- 
self, and every one of them will be shown to 
have originated in the Woodworth meetings. 
This fact seemed to me to contain 
so much of menace that I went to the trouble 
to study up Mrs. Woodworth’s past career. 
I learn that the statement has been pub- 
lished that the record of her work in Can 
fornia is a most startling one, in which the 
insane asylums have played a larger part 
than the churches. Itis charged in the pub- 
lic prints that the records of the San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland, Cal., insane asylums 
show that during and following the Wood- 
worth craze on the Pacific Slope, when her 
followers actually retired to the mountains 
to escape the destruction of those cities by 
a predicted tidal wave and earthquake,

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AN INHUMAN OUTRAGE. 


VITRIOL THROWN IN THE FACE OF A 13- 
YEAR-OLD BOY. 


Archie Beval, an Attendant at the Hodgen 
School, Meets With a Horrible Misfor- 
tune—Bitten By a Dog—Attempted 
Suicide. 


The police of the Fifth District are worried 
over a decidedly peculiar case, particulars of 
which were reported to Officer Taylor. It ap- 
pears, according to the story of Archie Beval, 
the injured boy, that about 4o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, he was on his way from the 
Hodgen school, to his home, 1906 South Ewing 
avenue, and as he passed through the alley 
between California, Ohio, Park avenues and 
Caroline street, some fluid was suddenly 
dashed against the right side of his 
face. At: once his fiesh felt as if 
on fire and he ran down the 
alley screaming with agony. Through the 
assistance of a pedestrian he was enabled to 
reach home, where his mother found the en- 
tire right side of his face to be badly burned. 
The liquid is supposed to have been vitriol, 
or some equally powerful acid. Young 
Beval says he did mot see the per- 
son who threw the stuff, but almost 
immediately afterwards heard the sound of 
several pairs of feet as the miscreants scam- 
pered away in the opposite direction. He 
could in no way identify hig assailant as not a 
word was spoken. The injured lad, 860 far as 
known, has no boyish enemies who might re- 
sort to such desperate remedies to ‘‘get 
even’’ for a school-boy quarrel.

The report was 
founded, it states, upon the formation ofa 
copperware a fon of the United States, 
in Philadelphia, with Fred H. Holton of Bos- 
ton, as president Lorulord Ronalds of this 
city, vice-president; William C. Thageser of 
this city, treasuref, and Edward W. Lowe of 
New Y¥ City, sec ry. When seen yes- 
terday by a reporter, Mr, Ronalds denied 
that his organization was a trust. In the 
first plece, he sald, we do not dealin raw 
copper atall. We own no mines. We are 
dealers in manufactured copper, such as 
copper bath tubs, copper boilers, copper 
sinks and general copper ware. We cannot 
control the price of copper. Our association 
includes about twelve out of the twenty or 
more copperware dealers of the United 
States. The business of the members of the 
association altogether does pot amount to 
more than $4,000,000 annually. It is absurd to 
speak of our association as a trust and the re- 
ports are greatly exaggerated. We have no 
intention of raising the prices of our goods. 
We could not do so orother men would enter 
our business. That we wish to avoid. 

„We do intend, if possible, however, to 
reguiate the prices of our wares to a certain 
extent, That is, we (o not intend to lower 
them. The prices at present are very low. 
The manufacturers had ‘cut’ one another so 
much and often tha} a combination of some 
kind was necessary to make living expenses. 
For five years the leafing copperware manu- 
facturers of the country have maintained an 
imperfectly organiied association. We 
would hold regular meetings for a time and 
they would be discdntinued. There was no 
money in our business owing to the cut rates. 
We saw that the qily way to get proper 
prices, improve our quality of goods and pay 
our workmen better wages was to strengthen 
our organization. We advanced prices two 
months ago. The association will now hold 
monthly meetings.’’ 

There are eleven manufacturers of plumb- 
ers’ copperware in the United States,’’ Sec- 
retary Lowe said yesterday. ‘*‘Three of them 
are in New York, the in St. Louis, two in 
Philadelphia and one each in Baltimore, Chi- 
cago and Cleveland. The total product is 
about $2,000,000 worth of goods a year. For 
some time the manufacturers have engaged 
in competition to such an extent as to result 
in beavy losses. Production has exceeded 
consumption, and vorkmen as well as em- 
ployers have suffered. Recently an agree- 
ment was made by which prices were ad- 
vanced to a living basis, and the consequence 
is that a better quality of goods is being pro- 
duced and workmen ire more liberally paid. 
In order to perpetuat these benefits and se- 
cure some others thisassociation was formed. 
The meeting in Philatelphia agreed to make 
no further advance ic prices, but the associa- 
tion will regulate praluction and prohibit in- 
jurious competition. There is nothing of the 
nature of a trust abost the association. It is 
formed merely to take advantage of business 
opportunities in a business - Ike and entirely 
proper way. Nor sit an attempt to oppress 
the members. They favor the association, as 
it will make pricesmore untiorm and afford a 
more reliable basidfor making an estimate on 
work.

‘ AFTER FITEEN YEARS. 


Evidence Discovered Which May Release 
Patrick Denahy From Prison. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 11.—A startling bit 
of evidence was introduced before the Com- 
mittee on Pardons cf the Senate yesterday in 
behalf of Patrick Denahy, who has been in 
prison for fifteen years under life sentence for 
murder. Denahy, a little more than eigh- 
teen years ago, was in the employ of George 
Favor, who was then operating a sash, door 
and bind manufactory in this city. Favor 
mysteriously disappeared one night, and next 
day Denahy went away. The police made a 
search of the city and failed to find a trace of 
Favor until about a week after his disappear- 
ance when a foul odor in the celiar of the lit- 
tle shop led to the overhauling of the place. 
Here under a pile of straw, over which an old 
sleigh robe had been thrown, was found 
Favor’s badly decomposed body. Denahy 
was traced to Canada and arrested, 
and in his possession was found 
Favor’s shoes, his gold shirt studs and 
a blood-stained shirt. He was promptly con- 
victed. It is now asserted that after Denahy 
left Providence the cellar was repeatedly 
searched and the pile of straw examined 
without finding any signs of the missing man. 
There were no blood stains to be seen there, 
and yet, on the day that the mystery was 
solved, pools of fresh blood were found in 
the center of the cellar floor, fresh biood 
stains on the old packing boxes and the 
newly-made impression in blood of a man’s 
hands on one of the posts supporting the 
floor. The counsel for Denahy read from the 
now almost forgotten evidence submitted at 
the trial, which was oneof the most noted 
in this State, to prove that the statement was 
absolutely correct. This took the other side 
so much by surprise that the lawyers asked 
for a continnance of the hearing uatil the 
facts could be looked up. Denahy’s wife, 
who at the time of the tragedy was a bride of

his guilt, and has worked incessantly for his 
release, every Governor forthe last fifteen 
years having been asked to grant the pardon.

BRICKS ABD PISTOLS. 
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WONDERS OF HYPNOTISM. 


A PRIVATE EXHIBITION BEFORE PHYsSI- 
CIANS AT BELLEVUE HOSPITAL. 


Practical Service of the Power“ to Hu- 
manity in Lessening Suffering in Sur- 
gical Operations—Crowning Feats Per- 
tormed—Some of the Tests, 


NEw YorK, April 11.—Prof. John E. ken- 
nedy, Who has been traveling through the 
Western States during the last six years as- 
tonishing people with the wonders of hypnot- 
ism, yesterday gavea private exhibition of 
his powers tothe medical staff of Bellevue 
Hospital in the main parlors of the Coleman 
House. The first toarrive was Dr. Henry T. 
Hughes of Bellevue Hospital. He was closely 
followed by Dr. Bogart Bentley of Bellevue. 
The large parlors then rapidly filled with 
medical men, guests of the hotel and others. 

Prof, Kennedy’s introduction was brief, In 
a few words be stated the object of the ex 
hibit tobe a convincing test of hypnotiem 
for the medical experts present to show the 
value of the power in the harmless 
alleviation of extreme pain, The Professor 
then appealed for volunteer subjects, but 
the audience sat mute, while a few nervous 
gentlemen edged toward the door. The pro- 
fessor, however, did not urge the point, and 
three professional subjects who have fol- 
lowed his fortunes for many months were 
promptly brought tothe front. They were as 
brown as berries and as muscular as trained 
athletes, The three subjects were put to 
sleep, then hurried around the room, seem- 
ingly attached to the tip of a pencil held by 
the professor and kept directly in front of 
their eyes. At the end of th preliminary 
feats the subjects were released from con- 
trol byasharp snap of the professor’s un- 
gers. 

INSENSIBLE TO PAIN. 

One of the subjects was thoroughly hyp- 
notized and instructed to occupy a chair and 
favor the company with a banjo soloon a 
broom. The professor then invited the doc- 
tors to step forward and surround the chair. 
No, suid the professor, I shall tell 
the subject to protrude his tongue, 
then I want one of you to pass a needle and 
thread directly through it. This was a 
somewhat startling proposition, but Dr. 
Hughes expressed his readiness in the inter- 
est of science to undertake the operation. 
An ordinary needle and a yard or more of 
white threat were produced together with a 
silver thimble. The needle was threaded by 
one of the ladies present and handed to Dr. 
Hughes. ‘‘Hold out your tongue, said the 
professor. Slowly and surely the jaws re 
laxed and the tongue appeared. Dr. Hughes 
grasped the member and drew its tip out full 
two inches beyond the lips, then, placing the 
point of the needle directly under the tongue 
he steadily forced it through the flesh. The 
man’s tongue was literally pierced and 
neatly threaded. The subject did not movea 
muscle. The ladies turned their heads away 
from the sight, men moved uneasily and the 
doctors looked at each other in suspense. 
The next experiment was to force the 
threaded needle through the cheek of the 
same subject. This was done without appar- 
ent suffering to the man. At the termination 
of the second operation he picked away vig- 
orously at his broom banjoand hummed the 
Haunted Hoyse’’ from the ‘Chimes of 
Normandy.’’ 

BURNING FLESH. 

The third and last test of the pain-subduing 
qualities of hypnotism was one which filled 
the rooms with the odor of burning human 
flesh. Asubdject was placed under the power 
and informed by the Professor that his right 
arm was dead. He looked somewhat aston- 
ished for a moment, but seemed to regard 
the Professor’s assertion as true. Whereupon 
the medical experts went to work. The sub- 
gect’s coat was removed and his arm bared 
tothe elbow. Dr. Hughes lighted a cigar 
and puffed it to a ruddy glow. This was 
pressed upon the inner side of the forearm 
and held therewhile the flesh gizzied. The 
spectators were horrified, but the subject 
was perfectiy at his ease, felt no pain, and 
appeared to enjoy the test. After these ex- 
periments the subjects were totally uncon- 
) scious of what had taken place, and although 
closely watched by the doctors and reporters, 
gave no sign that their wounds troubjed 
them. The exhibition demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of every medical man in attend- 
ance that hy pnotism can be made of practical! 
service to humanity in ameliorating the 
sufferings involved inall surgical operations 
of minor importance. Such, for example,’’ 
as Dr. Bogart descrived it, as cutting of a

Contrivance for Cutting Wires. 


Water Commissioner Holman apd Inspector 
of City Lighting A. J. O'Reilly are now pos- 
ing as inventors. They have contrived a 
wire cutter, which will afford a great deal of 
amusement tothe man using it, and also cut 
wires without danger tothe operator. This 
wonderful invention, as described by Inven- 
tor O’Reilly, is as follows: First, there isa 
lang jointed pole which can be lengthened 
or shortened asthe necessities of the case 
may demand. This pole is simply to get the 
cutter proper up to the wires 
without having to put up a 
ladder or climb the telegraph 
pole. To*the end of this pole is fixed the in- 
vention. A heavy fat hook fits over the wire 
from above. An inch or so below isa steel 
cold chisel, which works up and down in a 
slot or hole. Under the butt of the chisel is 

the invention in 

blank cartridge, 

exploded by a long 

string which the operator pulls. The cart- 

ridge explodes, jams the chisel up against 

the hook and the wire is cut. Messrs. 

O'Reilly and Holman set great store by their 

contrivance and will haveit patented as 

soonasit isfinished. They will also try to 

devise a repeating arrangement so that it 

will not be necessary to haul downthe pole 

to put in a new cartridge every time a wire is 
cut.

A Compliment to Secretary Foster—But- 
terworth’s Views on the Reciprocity 
Scheme—The Harrison Snub—Treasurer 
Huston’s Successor—Funeral of Gen.

New Tonk, April 11.—A special to the Sun 
from Washington says that Secretary Blaine, 
smarting under the interference by the Pres!- 
dent in his Canadian negotiations, has as- 
sured some of his friends that he will not 
withdraw his name if entered in the Presi- 
dential race of 1892. According to the Sun 
two of Mr. Blaine’s friends, citizens of a dis- 
tant State, called on him Thursday night and 
demanded his consent that they should go to 
work: fixing up their delegation for Blaine in 
the National Convention in 1892. 

Mr. Blaine according to these men, said 
that he could not bea candidate against Mr. 
Harrison, and was himself forMr. Har- 
rison’s nomination. To this one of the 
caliers responded: ‘‘We don’t want Harrison 
and the country does not want him. We 
want you. Whileitis true that you can’t 
come out as a candidate, you can promise us 
and other friendg that H we go to work for 
you, you won’g withdraw your name or 
write any letters of declination. Will you 
promise that?’’ 

Mr. Blaine’s friends say he will promise 
and they left him determined to go home 
and whoop it up for Blaine in 1892. 


RECIPROCITY WILL COME. 
THINKS NO SNUB WAS INTENDED—COMPLIMENT 
TO FOSTER—CAPITAL NOTES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—Hon. Benja- 
min Butterworth, in speaking of Canadian 
reciprocity, said: ‘‘A proper reciprocity with 
Canada, such as Mr. Blaine proposes, is sure 
to be a fact some day. Why not let it come 
gradually, instead of making the change 
radical, as it will be sure to be if it is de- 
layed toolong. Yes, I sawthat the Canadian 
Commissioners were sent home. I was sorry 
for it; but I must believe that there were 
State reasons for the President’s action. I 
cannot believe that he acted in a petulant 
spirit or intended to snub Mr. Blaine. There 
never was anything more unwise than the 
barrier which we have erected along the Ca- 
nadian border, and some of these days we 
will see it swept aside with great benefit to 
ourselves and to Canada, It will come as 
sure as fate.’’ 

COMPLIMENT TO FOSTER. 

The Ohio Republican Association gave a re- 
ception last night to Secretary Foster, which 
was largely attended by Ohio people. The 
Secretary made a pleasant little speech in 
which he said that his appointment as Secre- 
tary was unexpected, but he was gratified at 
the general approval of the President’s ac- 
tion by men of all parties in Ohio, and by the 
fact that it had been favorably received in all 
parts of the country. He did not intend to 
kill himself, but would endeavor to give 
strict and careful attention to the details of 
the office, so that when he should retire he 
might win the approval of the country in 
general. He had already come to recognize 
that the position was most responsible and 
arduous, but would bend all his energies to 
meeting the demands made upon him. 

Brief speeches were made by Senator Sher 
man, Assistant Secretaries Spalding and Net- 
tleton and others.

Nebecker is on his way to Wash- 
ington to confer with the President. 

Hon. Eugene F. Weigel of St. Louis, re- 
cently appointed Inspector underthe Secre- 
tary of the Interior, has left Washington for 
the Indian Territory and Oklahoma to super- 
vise the allotment of lands to the Indians. 

The President has appointed the following 
as special agents to all of the lands in sever- 
ralty tothe Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians 
in Oklahoma: A. L. McPherson of El Reno, 
Oklahoma; John Kelly of Wichita, Kan. ; Wm.

WOMEN AS LAWYEBS. 


Addresses by the Graduating Class at 
New York Last Evening. 


New Tonk, April 11.—The epoch-making 
event of the confe g of certificates on the 
first woman’s law e ever graduated came 
off last evening. The thirteen lady lawyers 
wore white gowns. Dr. Emily Walker, their 
instructor, was dressed in black. After an 
introductory address by Mrs. Leonard Weber, 
President of the Woman's Legal Education 
Society, three of the thirteen graduates ap- 
peared as spokeswomen forthe rest. Each 
spoke for eight minutes. 

Miss Stanleyetta Eustis, in telling of the ori- 
gin of the law, said that while it was founded 
on procedure it was fast becoming fixed by 
statute and the sooner the better. Few cases 
would be brought to trial if the law was 
clearly stated. 

Mrs. Cornelia K. Hood, speaking on ‘‘Con- 
siderations,’’ said there was a tendency in 
highly civilized countries to simplify law; 
hence seals were being abolished in this State, 
a bill now pending making them no evidence 
ofconsideration. She thought that the con- 
sideration in the contract of marriage should 
be its compulsory solemnification by registry 
by a properly constituted authority. 

Mrs. Theodore Sutro, the valedictorian, in 
telling why she studied law, said that as the 
maxim, legis neminem ercusat, ap- 
plied to women as well as men, they ought to 
learn law as well as men. She did not study 
law because she wanted to vote—she abhored 
masculine women as muchas she did effem- 
inate men—but she wanted to take an intelli- 
gent interest in her husband’s occupation. 
That was the main reason which first induced 
her to begin to study. As a result she better 
understood her miscellan ding and 
her legal knowledge made y things clear 
to her which she had before not entirely com- 
prehended. She knewof no study more cal- 
culated to elevate women and make them 
better.

EUROPE’S REFUSE. 


Steamship Companies Complain of the 
New Immigration Law. 


New York, April 11.—The steamship com- 
panies have finally awakened to a realization 
that the new immigration law is to be en- 
forced. Yesterday a meeting of representa- 
tives of all the principal steamship lines was 
held to consider the situation. Col. Weber 
was invited to be present and he accepted. 
The steamship company agents made the 
point that the lines were under contract with 
such passengers as they took to land them in 
this country, and if the people were not al- 
lowed to land the companies were liable to 
an action for breach of contract in the coun- 
tries from whose ports the steamers sailed. 
Further, they said that they had no facilities 
for restraining immigrants from landing 
who had been placed on board their ships for 
return to the ports whence they came. They 
also doubted their legal right to restrain 
any person from going ashore who 
insisted upon doing 80. In reply 
Col. Weber said that the law was not made 
for the benefitof the steamship companies, 
but for the benefit of the country, and that it 
was the intention ofthe law that companies 
bringing improper immigrants should suffer 
trouble and loss. If the companies exercised 
proper care as tothe class of immigrants 
their steamships brought to these shores, 
there would be no trouble for anyone, but the 
Government did not propose any longer to 
Allow steamship companies to bring the 
refuse of Europe here and force upon the 
Government all the trouble and expense of 
detaining and returning such people. The 
law was explicit and must be obeyed, or the 
companies must take the consequences. 

The agents then said that they would will- 
ingly take the debarred immigrants back if 
they could be detained at the Barge Office 
pending the time of the sailing of the steamer 
on which they were to be returned, and a 
committee was appointed which will wait on 
Col. Weber on Monday to propose some plan 
of compromise.

THE CRACK CYCLIST LEAVES THE NEW 
JERSEY ATHLETIO CLUB. 


Something About the Career of Buck Ew- 
ing—Potomac Will Not Come West— 
Baldwin Sues Von der Ahe—Sporting 
News ofall Kinds. 


Arthur A, Zimimerman, the famous 
bicyclist, has withdrawn from the New Jer- 
sey Athletic Club, giving as the reason for his 
action unprofessional treatment by the club. 
When Mr. Zimmerman joined the club, in 
1889, it was the understanding that his en- 
trance fees and traveling expenses should be 
borne by the club in all events that they 
should send him to compete in. Zimmerman 
claims that only in one instance did the or- 
ganization keep faith with him. 

According to Joseph McDermott, Zimmer- 
man's manager, the latter, with fourteen 
others, were sent to Boston to répresent the 
New Jersey Athietic Club, The expenses of 
the fourteen were paid by the club, but Ar- 
thur was compelled to bear his own expenses. 

A few days ago Zimmerman received a bill 
from the managers of the Peoria (III.) tour - 
nament of last year, when Zimmerman beat 
all comers, for the entrance fees in the races 
participated in by him. He referred the bill 
back to the managers, saying it should have 
been sent to the New Jersey Athletic Club, 
per agreement. The managers replied that 
they had already sent the bill tothe above 
named cluband it had refused to pay iton 
the ground that it was contracted for by Mr. 
Sweet, a member of the club, who had no 
authority to contract any bills in the name of 
the club. 

Zimmerman learned recently that other 
bills, contracted by Mr. Sweet, had been hon- 
ored by the club, and came to the conclusion 
that the New Jersey Athletic Club were try- 
ing to back out of their agreement. He ac- 
cordingly sent in his resignation, but the 
club was loath to accept it at first, but a few 
days later it decided to release him. 

Mr. Zimmerman has received several flat 
tering offers from some of the leading clubs 
of the country, among which are the Schuy- 
kill Navy Athletic Association of Philadelphia 
and the Manhattan Athletic Club of New 
York. He has been studying law during the 
past winter, but has now laid aside his studies 
and is practicing dally. 

Arthur is negotiating with Taxis in the 
hope of getting him to ride tandem races 
with him, and should he succeed, declares 
himself and mate capable of breaking the 
record. 

Zimmerman was one of the cyclists sus- 
pended by Chairman Duval, of the Racing 
Board of the League of American Wheelmen, 
last winter. His suspension created a com- 
motion among the authorities of the New 
Jersey Athletic Club. James E. Sullivan, 
who represented the New Jerseys on the 
Board of Managers of the Amateur Athletic 
Union, at once raised the issue with Chair- 
man Duval. The latter found he was mis- 
taken in charging Zimmerman with receiv- 
ing expenses and withdrew the suspension. 
The rider in question surprised the cycling 
world last year by winning many prizes dur- 
ing the latter part of the racing season. He 
is an awkward rider, but by perseverance 
has managed to land on top ofthe heap. He 
was charged by Mr. Duval with receiving 
training and traveling expenses from the 
New Jersey Athletic Club and it was proven 
that his father ‘‘put up’’ everything.
